Fresno Alumnae Chapter 


In 2021, 50% of Theta collegians worked in addition to attending school and being involved in their 

Theta chapters, and 50% of Thee collegians paid for some or iret their own member dues. Both of 
these figures are an increase from data collected in 2018 and solidly confirms that the day-to-day life of 

our collegians already look very different from three, five, 10, 20, or 50 years ago. Our collegians today are 
facing stressors and burdens new to all of us, and we are ‘actively collecting survey data on this topic. Their 
expetienced financial climate alone is making us step back, reevaluate existing programs and policies, and 
develop new programs and policies to best fit their lifestyles and allow them to engage in Theta experiences 
to their absolute fullest potential. 


One of the easiest ways to strengthen the college Theta experience for our members and, in turn, support 
the breadth of our Fraternity, is to pay your annual alumnae per capita dues. (They are only $32!) You can 
do so easily online by logging in to Thicta Portal and clicking the icon on the top of the screen that says 
Pay Alumnae Dues.

The Fraternity investment committee (FIC) is charged with managing the investment portfolios of the 
Fraternity in order to support our long-term goals.

MERIT SCHOLAR, A PRESIDENTIAL SCHOLAR, AND A BROWN SCHOLAR. SHE HAS ALSO LIVED 
WITH AN UNKNOWN AUTOIMMUNE DISEASE AND THE AFTEREFFECTS OF AN UNKNOWN FORM 
OF PANCREATITIS FOR MORE THAN HALF OF HER LIFE NOW. IN 2018, REBECCA USED HER MAKE- 
A-WISH REQUEST TO FOUND REBECCA'S WISH, A 501(C)3 NONPROFIT THAT AIMS TO PROVIDE 
HOPE TO CHILDREN WITH PANCREATITIS. REBECCA WANTS TO CHANGE LIVES FOR THE BETTER, 
AND WE'RE ESPECIALLY LUCKY THAT SHE FOUND THE TIME TO ANSWER OUR 10 QUESTIONS. 


WHAT IS YOUR DREAM OCCUPATION? AND, WHAT 
OCCUPATION WOULD YOU NOT LIKE TO ATTEMPT? 
I’ve always said that if I could have any job, it would 
be to attend school for the rest of my life so that 

I could always be learning, Sadly, there isn’t exactly 

a job that allows for me to make money attending 
school, so I figured my best bet would be to become a 
nanomedical researcher. I will say that I would make a 
horrible actress. I cannot hide any of my emotions on 
my face and I would never be able to make it through 
a single scene, much less a full play or movie, without 
laughing. 


WHAT'S ONE THING THAT REALLY MAKES YOUR 
DAY? 

I hate the attention my bulky medical devices bring to 
me, and disabilities can be awkward for most people 
who aren’t used to them. People tend to avoid me 

by not making eye contact when I pass or taking 

a long route to get out of my way. It absolutely 
makes my entite week when someone talks to me or 
compliments me on something normal, like my dress 
ot shoes. It means a lot more than they could know. 


WHAT DO YOU VALUE IN YOUR FRIENDS? 

The biggest things I value is honesty and authenticity. 
I am acutely aware of how short life is. I don’t want 
to waste my time dancing around delicate topics or 
talking about the weather. I want to be able to have 
deep and meanineful friendships. Having a few deep 
friendships means much more to me than simply 
knowing many people. 


CATS, DOGS, OR HOUSE PLANTS? 

Dogs! My family loves dogs, and we name them after 
piano composers or famous classical piano pieces. So 
far, we have had a Mozart, Beethoven, Chopin, and we 
currently have a Fur Elise! 


WHAT'S ONE ITEM ON YOUR BUCKET LIST? 

I have always wanted to go to Norway! My father is 
Norwegian, so I started teaching myself the language. 
However, speaking Norwegian does not come in 
handy in Texas often...or at all. 


WHAT'S A QUALITY OR SKILL OF YOURS THAT 
DISTINGUISHES YOU OR THAT YOU'RE MOST PROUD 
OF? 

Iam most proud of my determination. I am a very 
stubborn person, which in some cases can cause more 
harm than good. But for me, it has been the only reason I 
have been able to stay in school despite my health-related 
setbacks. I set my goals and I always meet them; no matter 
what the cost.

That’s an easy one: No one would guess I’m missing seven 
and a half organs! Or that I’ve spent over 1,300 days 
checked into a hospital. I’m sure that has to be a record 
somewhere. 


TELL US ABOUT A LIFE LESSON YOU'VE LEARNED, OR 
SOMETHING YOU KEEP CLOSE TO YOUR MIND AND 
HEART AS YOU LIVE YOUR LIFE. 

Growing up, I used to always pray that I was “healed” from 
my diseases. While I still believe in miracles, I also believe 
more firmly that good can be found in negative situations. 
So, I stopped praying for my healing, but started praying 
instead for the strength to make it through a day, for a few 
moments of lessened pain, or for my situation to be used 
for good so that my suffering is not in vain. I can still have 
hope; I just need to change my perspective. 


WHAT IS YOUR FAVORITE THETA MEMORY SO FAR? 

I was going on a big-little date with my would-be big who 
had invited me over to her house to bake cookies. I told 
her I was excited to bake cookies with her, but I wouldn’t 
be able to eat them on my strict diet and didn’t want her to 
think I was being rude after she put in the effort to create a 
fun night for me. When I showed up at her house, laid out 
on her countertop were all special ingredients that 1 could 
eat. She had gone out to the store specifically to find a way 
for me to enjoy all parts of baking cookies—both the baking 
and the eating! It was such a sweet gesture.

Theta 
Treasures

At the January 2022 Virtual Thetas gathering, | had the pleasure of presenting a Theta 
version of Antiques Roadshow. | did not assign any monetary values to the items, 
but | did share the history behind several of the pieces that were shared in advance, 
assigning more of a historical value to each item. Several Thetas were gracious to 
share their Theta treasures with me and I, in turn, wish to share them with you. 
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& Lorie Merrill and her retirement apron 


Lorie Herbert Merrill, Gamma Xi/San Jose State, shared this special memento created for her 
at the time she stepped down from her role as Alumnae District President (ADP) in 1973. Lorie 
shared, “[When]| I became an ADP, I was responsible for District VI which covered all the alumnae 
chapters and clubs in Southern California, Arizona, and Hawaii. My wonderful friend, Barbie, took 
it upon herself to plan a party for me when I retired. She contacted every alumnae chapter and 

club president, and the Grand Council members at the time, and sent them each a square of yellow 
and white gingham material with a strip of black thread and a needle and requested that they sew 
something for me! As busy as all of these wonderful ladies were, they sent her back a completed 
piece and she put together a beautiful Theta apron. ... This apron is ALMOST an antique as it is 49 
years old and just as beautiful today as it was in 1973. I love and treasure it!”

What was so fascinating about this badge is that it looks so much 
like what is often referenced as a Dyer badge. C. B. Dyer was an 
Indianapolis jeweler who, along with his wife, Blanche Nancy Brown 
Dyer, Gamma/Butler, would visit Indiana-based chapters during the 
1920s and 1930s, buy up the standard badge of the day, and reset 
them with extended points. While the Dyer badge was never an 
official badge (our official jeweler at that time was Balfour), many 
Thetas have found these badges to be special. What struck me was 
how similar Shannon Kegley Wood’s, Nu/ Hanover, Spicer-Gierke 
badge was to the Dyer badges we have in the archives. After a little 
digging, I found some interesting connections: Carl Frank Gierke 
been a long-time production manager for C. B. Dyer, and Beryl Spicer 
worked for L. G. Balfour. Both stores were located on the same street 
in Indianapolis, Ind. Gierke may have been responsible for some of 
the design of the Dyer badges when he worked for Dyer and may 
have brought a few of them along when he set up his company 

with Spicer in November 1939. In whatever way this badge came to 
be made, it is a beauty! About the badge, Shannon said, “Most of 
my Theta sisters bought Balfour pins, but I loved the Spicer-Gierke 
edition of the pin since the edges were so ornate and because it was 
sold by a local [Indianapolis] business. ... I have since had [the pin] 
converted to a necklace.” 


Cathie Waters Cardelucci, Beta Xi/UCLA, 
shared a beautiful pewter cuff bracelet that she 
acquired several years ago. The bracelet served 
as the scholarship award for Beta Kappa 
Chapter at Drake University from fall 1932 
to spring 1941. It is beautiful on the outside 
but what is so fascinating are the names of 
those who were designated to wear the bracelet 
inscribed on the inside. Chapter letters that 
appeared in the Theta Magazine reference 

the awarding of the scholarship bracelet to 
members who earned the highest grade average 
within the chapter. Cathie said, “I love this cuff 
so much and wear it often!”

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After 38 years of dedicated service to Kappa Alpha Theta—25 
years alone as executive director/chief executive officer (CEO)— 
Betsy Sierk Corridan, Beta Omicron/lowa, is retiring. In honor 
of the countless hours of time and love that Betsy has poured 
into the betterment of Theta, we take a trip down memory lane 
recounting Betsy's path to the leader we know today. 


A first-generation 
Theta, Betsy was 
initiated into 

Beta Omicron 
Chapter at the 
University of Iowa 
on Feb. 8, 1980. 
As a sophomore, 
Betsy served 

Beta Omicron Chapter as treasurer, and was then 
slated as chapter president her junior year. Following 
her graduation in 1983, Betsy joined Theta’s staff 

as a chapter consultant; we now call a form of this 
position the educational leadership consultant (ELC). 
As a consultant, Betsy helped to establish Epsilon Xi/ 
Villanova and assisted with the establishment of Alpha 
Epsilon/Brown. In 1984, Betsy joined the Indianapolis- 
based headquarters staff as administrative assistant, then 
shifted to director of chapter services in 1986. Betsy 
served in this director role through 1996. 





In the Summer 1988 issue of the Kappa Alpha Theta 
Magazine, the second article in a series “about the 
women who share the responsibility of leading the 
national Fraternity” appeared—the series being 
affectionately called “Who's Minding the Fraternity?”— 
talking a bit about Betsy’s director of chapter services 
role: 


As director of chapter services, Betsy Sierk, Beta Omicron/ 
Lowa, has more direct contact with Theta collegians and 
alumnae than any other staff member. 


“Kappa Alpha Theta has given me the opportunity to build 
a career in a field that supports women’s advancement,” 
says Sierk. “The most rewarding part of my job is the 

direct contact with Theta collegians and alumnae, as 

well as campus Greek advisors and staff members of other 
fraternities, who are excited about the progressive programs 


offered by Theta.

Betsy was promoted to the role of director of finance at 
Theta headquarters in 1996, then subsequently accepted 
the role of executive director in 1997. There appeared an 
announcement in the Autumn 1997 issue of the Kappa 
Alpha Theta Magazine: 


Grand Council of Kappa Alpha Theta proudly announces 
the appointment of Elizabeth A. Sierk, Beta Omicron/ 
Lowa, to the position of executive director of the Fraternity. 
“The Fraternity is most fortunate to have as our new 
executive director someone with Betsys varied and 
extensive Fraternity experience,” says Helen E. Woodward, 
international president. “She brings to this position not 
only her knowledge and extensive background in Fraternity 
operations but also a wonderful working relationship with 
the Headquarters staff: This relationship is paramount to 
the smooth running of Headquarters and ultimately affects 
our volunteers who are dependent upon the staff in so many 
ways.” 


To provide some historical context for the shift 
in Betsy’s title from executive 
director to CEO: In 2011—going 
into effect in 2012—Grand 
Council’s purpose shifted 

from operational governance 
of the organization to a more 
strategic approach, placing the 
operational authority in the 
hands of Theta’s executive staff 
leadership. Then, in 2015, 

the leaders of Theta’s three 
entities (the Fraternity, Theta 
Foundation, and the Fraternity 
Housing Corporation [FHC]) 
jointly adopted an enterprise 
relationship concept, placing 
operational authority of 

all three entities under the 
direction of Betsy as CEO. 
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As CEO, Betsy is responsible for implementing and 
directing Fraternity policies and programs approved by 
Grand Council. She oversees the successful management 
of Kappa Alpha Theta and meeting the goals and 
objectives set by Grand Council and the Plan of 
Aspirations. 


Theta’s current chief financial officer (CFO), Jeff Risser, 
recounted Betsy’s strengths in leading Kappa Alpha 
Theta: “Everyone in the Greek community is fully aware 
of the excellent leadership qualities Betsy possesses. From 
a staff perspective, we get to see that firsthand, as well as 
the trust, encouragement, and compassion for her role 

as CEO and for the staff that work with her. With many 
of us having worked with Betsy for many years, staff can 
attest to the trust she has placed in us while also fostering 
personal growth in each of our positions and, in turn, 
the growth of the organization. Both professionally and 
personally, I cannot describe how much it has meant to 
me to have Betsy's unwavering and total support.” 


While serving as executive director/CEO, Betsy has 
participated in a multitude of additional positions, 
roles, and committees. Theta-specific roles include a 
member of the Fraternity investment committee (FIC), 
secretary for all three boards of Theta’s three entities, 
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Theta Foundation trustee, secretary of the Fraternity 
nominating committee, and member of the Fraternity 
and Sorority Political Action Committee (FSPAC) 
board. 


Theta Foundation President TJ Condon, Epsilon 
Lambda/Dickinson, shared her thoughts about Betsy's 
ability to inject foundational success into each part of 
Kappa Alpha Theta: “Betsy is a gift in herself, having 
supported Theta Foundation throughout her years of 
service. One of my happiest moments was being part 
of her induction to the Gerlach and Stockwell Society, 
which celebrates generous donors who give $25,000 or 
more cumulatively to support the Foundation. Betsy 
believes that spreading the widest influence for good 
means ensuring all facets of Kappa Alpha Theta (the 
Fraternity, Foundation, and FHC) work to a shared 
set of aspirations. Additionally, that Theta is so well 
respected in the NPC community is thanks to Betsy’s 
quiet but steady influence. She has spent her career 
leveraging her strengths to help Theta shine.” 


Outside of her time at Theta, Betsy either serves or has 
served in a multitude of additional roles: President of 

the Fraternity Executives Association and the Executive 
Directors Association, member of National Panhellenic 


Conference (NPC) strategic planning committees, 
member of the Vincennes Historic Preservation 


Review Board, the Junior League of Indianapolis, 
the National Leadership Education Committee of 
Theta Chi Fraternity, and court-appointed special 
advocate (CASA). She also served as chairman of the 


Indiana Commission for Women

Looking back, I really had no clue what an aerospace 
engineer really does because I had little exposure to actual 
engineers growing up. This is one reason I am so passionate 
about STEM (science, technology, engineering, and 
mathematics) outreach. I want the future generation to see 
themselves in this field—no matter who they are or where 
they come from. Throughout my career, I’ve spent countless 
hours mentoring K-12 students, university students, summer 
interns, and junior employees about space, engineering, and 
NASA. 


Sure, maybe Theta and NASA aren’t related directly. But 
Theta has been incredibly influential in my journey. Theta 
gave me practical leadership experiences that helped me 
develop skills critical to my job as an aerospace engineer— 
skills that weren’t taught in the classroom. Through 
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my volunteer roles with Theta (including chapter vice 
president education [VPE], president, operations advisor, 
risk prevention specialist, and now CDD), I learned how 

to manage progressively larger teams, gain consensus, 
communicate effectively, and navigate challenging situations. 
The skills I use each day leading my projects at NASA 

to develop technology for in-space assembled structures, 
lunar surface operations, and space nuclear propulsion are 
the ones I started cultivating in my first leadership roles 
within Theta. I think the amount of leadership experience 

I gained from my involvement in Theta positioned me well 
to become a project lead so early in my career. Though I’ve 
only been working as an engineer for six years, I have more 
than 15 years of leadership experience to draw on thanks to 
Theta. 


If you aspire to enter a STEM field, you must believe in 
yourself and that you belong in the field. Don’t let anyone 
tell you differently. If you struggle with confidence, keep a 
log of positive feedback you receive on your work to help 
you gain confidence in your skills as an engineer/STEM 
major. Seek out mentors who work in your field that can 
give you advice based on their experiences, and mentors that 
can hype you up. Don’t be afraid to ask someone about their 
career journey! Almost everyone I meet is eager to share 
their story, and there is always something you can learn that 
will help you along your journey. Lastly, don’t give up if your 
path isn’t linear to your goal. My path to NASA took turns I 
didn’t anticipate that had positive impacts on my career and 
helped me hone my skills. 


Being a leading woman means capturing the opportunity 
to share important ideas with others at various levels: local, 
state, national, and international. Being a leading woman 
means to be a good role model for young people and the 
future leaders who will work to solve the challenges of the 
21st century.

Empowered to Grow 





My name is Sophie 
Thibault and I’m a 
member of Eta Omega 
Chapter at Saint Louis 
University. This past year 
I served as the Health and 
Wellness Chair, a position 
that my chapter created 
to better serve the mental 
and physical wellbeing 

of our members. As someone who has personally 
experienced the effects of mental health struggles, I 
aim to use my position to educate my sisters on how 
they can best care for their own mental wellbeing and 
the wellbeing of others. 





This fall, our campus experienced two suicides, one 
occurring in the middle of recruitment weekend. ‘This 
came as a complete shock to our campus community, 
but especially the potential new members who were 
going through formal recruitment. I lost my dad to 
suicide in 2017 and wanted to use my experience 
with suicide loss to support the members of my 
chapter. Our campus provides access to mental health 
resources, but I wanted to do something specific for 
the Greek community, especially because the first 
suicide happened at an important time in our formal 
recruitment process. 


I sought out a speaker from Active Minds to come 
and present to my chapter and found Colleen Coffey, 
a mental health advocate who specializes in sorority 
and fraternity life. Colleen offers a presentation called 


"My Sister, My Brother, My Keeper," which focuses 
on providing chapters with the tools they need to 
create a stigma-free environment. Through sharing 
her story, interacting with our chapter, and providing 
educational materials on mental health, Colleen 

gave us the tools to be more transparent, honest, and 
caring in our relationships with one another. Our 
chapter found her presentation to be very inspiring! 


Colleen has accomplished so much in her 
professional life and her resilience is reflected in how 
she interacted with our chapter and how she shared 
her experiences. Her traits lined up with the values of 
a leading woman, which was exactly what I wanted 
to show my chapter: you can still be a strong, leading 
woman regardless of your struggles. The members of 
Eta Omega are exceptionally caring and empathetic, 
and on campus we are known for being a closely-knit 
chapter. I am immensely proud of Eta Omega for 
putting our members’ wellbeing first, and I believe 
this mental health presentation will further develop 
how we can best care for and support each other. 


Applying for a Theta Foundation grant to fund this 
mental health presentation was intimidating at first, 
but the application was straightforward and easy to 
complete. If I had any questions, the contact at Theta 
headquarters was easily accessible and so helpful. This 
was my first time applying for a grant and I learned 

a lot about how to write a clear, concise application, 
which will help me in the future with my career goals 
in nonprofit work.
